- 23 
And alfo this vntimely fetting foorth , confu- 
meth a great quantity of vidtuals,, that might bee 
fauedto better purpofe,and it forecth them tocarry 
and recarry many more men in euery fhip, every 
yoyage, thenthey necde, if they once takea fitter 
Tek inthefe voyages. - 

Then whenthey arriuethere,fuch ftages & houfes 
that the firftarriuers into an Harbour find ftanding; 
wherin men fet divers neceffaries,and alfo falt their 

~ fith,fome men haue vfedto pul down,or taken their piferderly cour 
pleafures of them;by which vnfit diforders offome /*- 
firft arriuers there yeerely, thofe which arriue after 
them,are fometimes 20. dayes and morc to prouide 
boords and timber, to fit their boates for fifhing ; 
and other neceflary roomes to falt and dry their 
fifhon;, whereby much time is loft, and: victuals 
confumed to no good purpofe; andithereby alfo 
another great inconuenience followeth, by reafon 
the voyages of the after-commers there , are often - 
ereatly hindred and prolonged,tothe great hurt of 
your Maiefty’; and many agood fubiect: and the 
_ Mariners themfelues which tradeto that Country, 
and commit thofe great abufes , are thereby alfo 
much wronged,as they haue acknowledged in their 
prefentments,by theirdiforderly behauiour there. 
“Wherefore if fuch which hencefoorth aduen- 
ture to that Countrey , take fome better courfe in 
that trade of fifhing,then heretofore they hauevfed, 
they fhall finde the greater fafety of their aduen- 
tures,and much good the more thereby.For where- - 
as heerctofore they haue vfedto make ready their 
fhips co faile in thofe voyages, in fuch vnfeafonable 
time of the yeere , whereby, they, often rece

fuch great hinderances and loffesas aforefaid sthey 
need not then.goe foorth in the faid voyage, vntill -.

fittime of the yeere to putto Sea from our Coaft 
tothat Countrey ; the winter ftormes beginnin 
then to ceafe ; And then any fach fhip which carries 
inher thirty men in euery voyage, may well leaue 
fixe men there behinde them; or more, all the win- 
ter feafon, vntill the thips rerurne to thema aine ; 
And thefe fixe mens victuals will be faued,and ferpe 
tobettervfe, and thereby alfo likewife cut offthae 
moneths fetting: forth in thofe voyages fo foone in 
the yeere,asnow men vfeto doe, and then the vi- 
Gtuals for that moneth, which is fo vainly,and with 
{uch great danger confumed, may well maintainc 
thofe men, which are leftinthe Countrey all the 
winter feafon, till the fhips returne to them againe, 
-withavery Imall addition to it. Fpbtiy 
_ Andif it may fopleafe your Maielty, that any 
fubieét which will vndertaketo fettle people inthe 
New-found-land , hall hauethis priviledge, that in 


carries thither in his fithing voyage to inhabit; 
. ght keepe a certaine 

place continually for theit fifhing, and drying ther- 
of, whenfocuer their fhip-arriueth thither , then 
would all fuch which leaue people there, build 
‘ftrong houfes, and fitting neceflary roomesfor all 
purpofes, andthen in fome of thofe neceflaryhou--. | 
{es, or roomes ; they may put theit fifh when itis 
dried ; which fith now ftandeth after flich time fs 
dried, vntill it is fhipped, Which iscommonly nigh _ 
three moneths of the yeere’; in great heapes packt 
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vp vncouered, in all the heate and raine that falleth, 
whereby great abundance of good fith ts there 
yeerely {poiled, and caft away for want of fuch ne- 
ceffary roomes: And for the want of fuch fit houfes 
inthat Country, fome mens voyages (to my know- 
ledge) haue beene greatly ouerthrowne ; whereby 
diuers aduenturers haue receiued great loffes: and 
then ameane place to make fifhon, will bee made 
much more commodious then the beft place is 
now, that men fo dangeroufly and defperately run 

for euery yeere ; And thus euery mans fifhing Pin- 
maces may bee preferued in fuch perfect readineffe, 
againft his fhip fhall yeerely arriue there againe ; 
which Pinnaces are now often loft, and fometimes 
torne in pieces by the firftarriuers there,very difor- 
derly, and moft thamefully. 


Aad if fuch Pinnaces,and {uch Stages and Hou- 
fes may be there maintained and kept in fuch readi- 
neffe yeerely, it would bee the moft pleafant, pro- 
firable,and commodious trade of fifhing,and other- | 
wife, vnto your Maiefties fubieéts,that is at this time 
in any part of the world. . 

For then euery fhips compatiy might yeerely fall 

e€ 


to fifhing, the very next or fecond day after their ar- 
riuall there; whereas now, it is aboue twenty dayes 
in euery voyage, vntil! they are fitted for that pur- 
pofe ; and then fuch fhips fhould not neede fo foone 
tohafte away from England, as now they vie to doe 
in thefe voyages, by one monethat leaft; mens lines 
might be then thereby much the better faued, leffe 
victuals wafted, and many dangers preuented. And | 
fo then euery fhip it euery fuch voyage, may gaine 
quickly one hundred pound more then now they

aforefaid,thofe parts of thefe thips that leaue thofe 
men there, that are fo peftered now yeerely with 
fuch vaproiitable things , may be filled vp yeerely 
with good ih, and many beneficiall commodities, 


forthe good of thofe Aduenturers that wil fo fettle 


people there to plant. | 
_Thefe men that may be fo fitly left inthe Coun- 
trey, will not onely bee free fromthe perils of the 


Sea, by not returning yeerely , as now they vfeto — 
doe,but will liuethere very pleafantly; and (if they 


beinduftrious people ) gaine twice asmuch in the 
abfence of the fhips, that leaue them there, more 


then twelue men fhall bee ableto benefit their Ma-. 
fters, that are kept vpon moft Farmes in Exgland in - 


awhole yeere. . 


For certainely I thaue there already often feene, _ 


and knowne by experience,to my coft,that the defi- 
red Plantation can neuer bee made beneficiall by 
{uch idle perfons, as I found there the yeere 1618, 
when I was there with power, by Vertue of a grant 


from the Patentees , which people had.remained 


therea whole yeere, before came neere, or-knew 
any one of them;and in all which time they had not 


applied themfelues to any commendable thing ; no ~ 
not fo much as to make themfelues an honfe to - 


lodge in, but lay moft fhamefilly in fuch cold and 


fimple roomes all the winter , as the. Fithermen « 


had formerly built there for their neceflary occafi- 


ons, the yeere before thofe menarriued there. 


Such perfons are not fit. to aduance your ve :

_ fties moft worthy intended worke there;but rather 
much difgrace and hinder tac fame. | 

Therefore feeing thofe people that were fo for- 

~tmerly fent to joni in the South part of the Coun- 

~ trey, to bec fo vnftt for that feruice, as it is well 
‘knowneto many men, I grew out of heart to be- 
hold fuch abufe to bee vied by thofe that were fo. 
fent to plant. 

Yet entring into confideration, how iniurious I 
fhould be to God,and (as I did conceiue in my con- 
{cience) trecherous to your Maiefty,and my Coun- 
try,hauing once as it were laid hold onthe plough, 
I fhouldtake it off and looke backe ; Ididthen in- 
‘courage my retiring {piries : notwithftanding all 
my former wrongs then fuftained ‘by Pirats & {uch 
idle perfons. And although I found them that were 
fo formerly fen to plant,fo vnfit for that feruice ; I 
did not onely confider of the ficteft courfe where- 
by toaduance' that worke , which was formerlyfo 
worthily intended ; but alfo truly and plainely to 
write this Difcouery, as now Thaue, how commo- 
dioufly and beneficially it may bee proceeded on; » 
and fo fhipped fome of them to returnie home a- 
gaine,and gaue others leaue to depart,all,excepting 
fixe onely ; to whom I gaue directions for building 
an houfe.and imploying themfelues,otherwife then - 
formerly they had done,vntill they heard from the 
Gentleman that fent them thither: Andfo they lig 
ued there pleafantly all the next winter. 

Now hauing laid open a commodious and be- 
rieficiall courfe how that Land may be peopled;yet

found-land yeeldeth yeerely fuch great bleffings 
from God, by thetrade thither, as now it is, to 
maintaine Chriftians.; yet many of our Englifh 
Nation, who-in great fulneffe tafte of them, doc 
_ there, as it were, moft vnthankefully tread them 
vnder their feete , as may partlyappeare by the fol- 
lowing Difcourfe.. Forit is moftcertaine that our 
Nation, vpon their arriuall yeerely, to that Coun- 
trey,doe cut downe many of the beft trees they can’ 
finde , to build their ftages and roomes withall, for 
their thenneceflary occafions; hewing;rinding,and 
deftroying many others,that grow within a mile of 
the Sea,where they vie to fith. 4 | 
__ The rindes of thefe trees ferue to couer their 
Stages, and neceflary roomes, with turfes on them; 
fo that in few syeeres; Lfeare, that moft of the good 
timber trees.neere the Sea-fide 5 where men vie to 
fith, willbee either felled, {poiled or burned ; yet 
| at our peoples departure from fuch Roomes and 
Stages, they will fuffer but litele thereof to ftand,: 
| “whereby to doe any man-feruice the yecre en- 
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Thefe are fuch great abufes, which aremoft la- 
-mentable to bee futfered , and therefore it is great’ 
i pitty that it is not redreffed: for no Nation elfe 
Wie doth thelike ; neither doe the Sauage people, af

‘booke, as may appeare,, the which being made 
knowne to the fubiects thataduenture thither, lam 
confident (in my opinion) that they fhould all moft 
humbly defire your Maiefty , that there may bee 
fome better gouernment eftablifhed there , than 
~ “nowit is : and that {uch which plant there, may not 
abufe or hinder-any*fuch which yeerely come thi- 
ther afifhing , whereby they fhould haue any iuft 
‘cauft to complaine the one againft the other,as now 
they doe. - . es 
_ And becaufe my defire is, that not onely Mer- 
chants, or fuchas line neere the Sea-fide,but alfo all 
_othets that fhall giue their furtheranceto this Plan- 
. tation, either by aduenturing their moneys, or 
_ fending men thither (becaufe it is to be vndertaken 
by menof good ability) andinfuch manner , as di- 
uers wealthy men doe in other Countreys,ioyning 
-their purfes to further any fuch good worke : I 
thinke it fitto fhew how {uch perfons may aduen- 
ture tothat Country,though they dwell farre from 
the Sea-coaft;and others likewife that dwell néere, 
may doe it with little trouble, but onely by a trufty 
feruant, to giué account yeerely of his disburfings, 
and likewife of his receits ; which ( Itruft) will bee 
very beneficiall to allfuch as will adaenture there- 
in. Yet fuppofe that fome, who.dwell farre from 
the Sea-coaft,may fay,theyare fo farre off,that they 
fhould be but little the better for a Plantation to 
bee made in New-found-land, and fomay hold it a 
needleffe thing for them to know how beneficial] 
that Countrey hathlongtime beene tothefe your 
ee H Maie- 
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Maiefties Kingdomes ; and how it may in little 
time be worth double to your Maiefties {ubie@s, in 
refpe& of what now it is, euen inthe onely trade of 
fithing , befidesthe good that may come by other 
trades and commoditiesto be had from thence. 

To fuch therefore that fhould fo obie@, that 
thofe that line farre from the Sea, whether Gentle- 
men orothers ; and are not experienced in affaires 
of this nature, cannot fo corftieniently aduenture 
_ thither;I anfwere,that none of your Maiefties Sub- 7 
iects dwell further then 100. miles fromthe Sea- 
fide, which is no great iourney;By the fame reafon, 
that Commodities brought from Forraine parts, 
and landed on your Maiefties Sea-coafts , and Ha- 
uen-townes,are difperfed thorow all places of your 
Maiefties Kingdomes , and fo vented (our men Ji- 
uing thus in any of thefe places ) may withas little 
difficulty aduenture to the New.found-land , and alfo 
into other Countries ; For as we haue the example 
of diuers, both Gentlemen and others of Italy, 
Spaine, Germany, Sauoy , the Low Countreys,and o- 
ther places that come yeerely, fome of them more: 
then 200. miles tothe City of Sixill, purpofely to - 
faile from thence tothe Weft-Indies, and thefe doe 
yeerely returnerich ; So it may bealfo well vnder- 
Rood by the following Difcourfe, how commodi- 
oufly there may bee fent many people from any 
part of your Maiefties Kingdomes to bee there im- 
ployed, that haue but fmall meanes to liue, and bee 
very beneficiali to themfelues , and allthofe which — 
fhallbefoimployedthere. -*

my knowledge , diuers worthy Gentlemen that 


haue aduentured tothe Seas; partly through their 
own conceit, feeming to know that which they did 
not, haue alfo oftentimes bin animated on by fome 
turbulent fpirits that haue outrun themfelues, and 
fo brought men in {uch mindes, that on the coaft of 
Guinnie there, they might gather vp gold along the 
Sea-fhore, wathed vp with the Sea in great abun- 
dance; and likewife if they would aduenture to the 
Weft-Indies , therecthey fhould load their fhips with 
Gold-oare , and draw it aboord their fhips with 
Whieele-barrowes, and then fhareitby the pound ; 
and fuch like proiects. 
_. Thus, by fuch meanes,diuers worthy Gentlemen 
haue runne fo farre at Sea, in fome {uch vnfit yoya- 
ges , by ill dire@tions , that they haue quickly 
brought land to water, and neuer knew how to 
fhape acourfe to recouer vnto their land againe ; 
God fend allthofe that will henceforth aduenture 
tothe Seas in any Plantationor otherwife, good 
Pilots, and it will be the greater hope of good fuc- 
-ceffe to follow. | 
Now for thofe that will put their hands tothe 
furthering of your Maiefties Plantation in New- 
found-land, my opinionis, they are beft either to 
buy a Ship of 100. Tun, anda Pinnace of 40.Tun, 
or neere fueh burthens , or elfe to hire the like 
x H 2 Ship 
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~that there isgoodto be done in fithing, in that trade 


fartherthis Plantation, by prouiding thips forthe 
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Shipto ferue for the paffing of people,viduals, and 
prouifions, inthe Spring of the yeere, fit for fuch a 
purpofe, and for the returning of fuch fifh, and o- 
ther commodities from thence; as thofe men fo 
{ent and imployed,may procure with their labours, 
and thofe Ships andmen fo fent, may bee fo fitted 
and prouided with Salt, Nets, Hookes, Lines, and 
fuch ke prouifions, as thofe Ships and men are, 
which yeerely faile thither a fifhing.. fen 
The beft courfe of the two,as I conceiue,is for a- 
ny fuch,to buy a Shipanda Pinnace to ferue for that | 
purpofe, and then the Pinnace may bee fent thither 
before the bigger Ship, wherby to fettleand begin 
tofuchaconuenient place for habitation, as God 
fhall dire&tthem ; whitherthe greater fhip may re- 
paire: andthey may imploy themfelues all the time — 


onely,and betweene the faile of the Shoales of fith, 
they may build houfes,and pronide other neceffary 
things in perfect readineffe to be tranfpotted into. 
Spaine, Portngall, and other places beyond the Seas ; 
much cheaper thenthe Hollanders doe, {eeing it is 
to be hadthere eafily with mans labour only: And . 
therefore more commodioufly from thence forvs, 
from thofe parts , then the Hollandersare able to 
ferue them,as now they doe,who buy fuch commo- 
dities with theit money in Sprace-land, Norway, and 
other places, and yet thereby gaine much; and: in- 
creafe anumber of Shipping and Mariners, and {et 
them aworke continually in fuch trade. : 
Now hauing fhewed howmenmay vndertaketo 
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fithing trade,as is formerly expreffed, I fuppofe that

fome worthy men, that may be zealous and willing 
to furtherfo pious, honourable, and beneficial! a 
worke, may bee ynwilling to trouble them{elues 
with the fifhing trade, ad yet very willing to fur- 
ther the faid Plantation, after fome other courfe 
that may be leffe rroublefome to them; which they. 
may very well performe inthis manner: 

They may hire a fhip with men,and victualled to 
faile from any part of your Maiefties Kingdomes, 
tothe New-found-land, to carry people, victuals, 
beafts;and other prouifions in fuch competent num- 
ber, 2s may bee fit to paffe in fuch a fhip, as any one 
fhall fo hire; and hauing landed fuch people and ~ 

couifions thereto plant,the faid fhip may there re-

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victuals, there willbe no occafionto disburfe any

{o hired may bee fet free; and then what more fo- 
ever the fifh may yeeld, may beeto difcharge the 
buying of the fifh inthe New-found-land, and what 
profit may accrew ouer and aboue the fraight and 
hire of the thip,men,and victuals being difcharged, 
will redound to the good of any man that will ad- 
uenture fo to plant,and hire his fhip in that manner; 
and fuch courfe may any futficient man take euery

with which commodities , if hee returne to Spaine 
or Portugall, it will yceld ready money : and if hee 
returne with itto the City of London and Port of 
Bristol, or any other place within your Maiefties 
Kingdomes, it will alfo not onely yeeld ready mo- 
ny, but it will be a meanes toimploy many the more 
of your Maiefties Subiects and thipping therein; fo 
that the Hollanders and other Nations fhould not 
bring fo much of {uch commodities into your Ma- 
ie{ties Kingdomesas they do now yeerely, and car- 
tyaway much coyne for the fame, as it may be well

dy,then that fith which is preferued with any other 
kinde of falt,; And I am well affured, that fuch fith 
as:is falted with the fineft whitefalt, will fell farre 
better in Siwill, and other places of Spaine and Italy, 
where I have beene often, then that which is pre- 
ferued with any other kind of muddy falt; and thus 
by taking fuch a fit courfe for making thereofin — —

Such as will vndertake to fend people to that .«/peciall thing,

voyage to that Countrey ; and hee will procure fit 
Fifher-men, to goe with him for that purpofe , and 
likewife acquaint them with enery particular thing 
that is fit for {uch a voyage. 

And withallit is to bee obferued, that for euery 
fuch feruant that any Mafter will fend thither to 
plant,and liue there all the ycere,he is to haue a fin- 

- gle fhare allowed vnto euery man alike of fuch fifh 
as is taken , whileft they labour together in the 
Summer time with the fhips company-with whom 
they are, though afterwards they ftay in the land, 
and follow fome other fertiice for their Matters, 
whiles the hips are imployed abroad in venting 

their commodities, and vntll they returne to them 
againe, to the New-found-land ; which fingle fhare 
of fith fo taken, may well defray all the charge 
and hire that any man fhall hauc of his Matter,

Note alfo I pray’, that any fhip which fhall be fo - 
imployed to fifh only, as now men vie to doe, if fhe 
be roo.

found-land, and from thence to the Strastes of Gsbral- 
tar, or any other part of Chriftendome, with 20.0f 
the former 36.men:fo that 16.0f the faid compan 
may very well remaine there , tall the faid thips re- 
turne to themagaine, and doe good feruice to your.

all, occafions ; for without fuch ft Commandersin 
good Ships, there is but fmall hope of good fernice - 
to. be performed by them;andif the New-found-land 
men may be thus guarded with two fuch Ships,and 
two Pinnaces,it would not only in little time breed . 
many a Gentlemanand others inthemto bee well 
experienced how to command in fhips, vpon any 
eccafion of feruice, but alfo it will make your Ma-_ 
iefties fubiects Ships that trade thither, {0 ftrong, 
that they neede not feare the greateft force,that a- 
ny Prince fhould at any time fend thither to di- 
fturbe:or hinder them, neither in returning from 
thence vpon any occafion to. doe your Maieftie 
feruice, | Pot ie 

If after all this, I {hould be demanded by thofe 
which know not the Countrey; what other places. - 


in the Landare alfo fitto be peopled at firft,fo well” { 


as the Harbors of Trepajfey, and T risity (of which I 
haue already fpoken)whereby thofe which will ad. 
uenture thither, may not be doubtfullto plant. in. 
other Harbors,although I haue firlt exprefiedthem . 
for fome {peciall reafons,as it maybe well. vnder- 


ftood,the one of them lying North-moft, where - 
our Nation vfeth to fifh neerethe Sauages,and the 


other lying onthe South-moft part ofthe Land,and - 
néeré.vnto the paffages: of diners thips that faile 
yeerely toand from other places of the world,asis . 
ae ee . already . 
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already plainely thewed ; yet there are many other 
excellent good Harbors where our nation vfeth to 
fith, lying betweene them both, which are very 
good for fhips to moore faftat anchor,and eafily to. 
be defended from -enemies, that fhallat any time: 
attemptto moleft fuch as fhall plantinthem: and- 
better for fithing, then either ofthe forefaid two. 
Harbors are, of whichI will particularly exprefic 
fome of their names. 
Firft, the Harbor of Saint lohus » Foriland: Formo« 
fa: Agafort : Harbor de: Grace: Renouze : and diuers 
other good Harbors, Bayes ‘and Rodes, where there 
is good fifhing, and are fit places for fhips to ride in 
at anchor the Summer time : andas itis already 
fhewed, that the bottoms of divers Bayes, that are _ 
exprefled to be inthis South part ofthe Land, doe - 
euenmeete together, within the compaffe of a {mall 
circuit, neere vnto the Bay of Pleafance ; So like- 
wife not far from Trepa(fey, which lyeth fix leagues 
to:the Weft, from the South cape of the Land, 
whichis called Cape Deraffe, and fixe leagues to the 
- North-ward of the faid Cape, lyeth the Harbor of 
Renouze,which is aplace eafily to be defended,there 
being ata low ebbe not 18 foot water fine fand:yet 
in danger to be fpoiled by the ftones and ballaft that 
arethrowne into the fame, which are to be feene in 


great heaps when the water is cleare, as Common- dangerous fir - 
lyitisina faire Sun-fhining day, right vnder the Jhip. 


thips,where they. ride at anchor. Thefeftones and 
ballaft, fo throwne into the Harbors by Chriftians, 
is-very dithonourable to our Nation (ifthere bee 
not fome better courfe taken therein) itis tobe for- 
rowed,that the offenders are not feuerely punifhed. -

eeete aboue 300.Acres of good land, that is cleere with-' 
out Woods or Rocks, and lieth commodioufly to 
be oterflowne with frefh Rivers in the Summer 
time, with very little labour, as I haue well obfer- 
ued: and within a mile further off from the faid 
Harbours, lye many thoufand acres more of very

ned from thence one voyage, though they never vn- 
derftood,or felt the nature and temperature of other 
Clymates, neither -confider the goodnefle of New- - 
found-land,as it isnow partly made knowne, have gi- 
nena great deale worfe report of that Conntrey, then 
in reafon they fhould ; and iffuch were but a little 
acquainted,or would vnderftand of the great cold 
that isat times in Mufconia, Sweidon, Norway ,Spruce- 
land, Poland, Denmarke and othet Eafterne and Nor- 
therne parts of the World,where the people line well 
_and growrich; fuchill reporters of Aew.found-land 
would fpeake better of that Countrey, andalter their 
opinions; Andalthough the Ice is fo great in thofe 
other parts of the World in the Winter feafon,com- 
monly aboue foure moneths together, that neither . 
Ship nor Boat can paffe in all that time, from one 
‘place to another, but lyeftill faft frozen, yet.in that

that haue traded in the Summer time to Greeneland, 
for thekilling of Whales, and making of that Traine 
oyle(which isa good trade found out)and confider - 
-wellof the abundance of great Hands of Ice, that

Winter and Summer. And alfo my felfe, that haue 
beenethere often, and diuers others ofour Nation, — 
that haue traded there, endure the greateft:colde © 
wee haue met withall there at any time, in’ our fa- 
ces, neckes,and eares, as wellas any Gentlewomen 
in Exgland-doe the colde in their naked bofomes, 
neckes and faces in the Wintertime, when. they.goe 
fovncouered ; and therefore 1 doe conceiue, thatiitis 
but a little needleffe charie nicenefle vfed by fome 
that trade there, that complaine any thing of the

35 it doth infome other countreys, that lye vader

the hotter Winter and Summer, and thereby the 
earth will bud forth her bloffoms and fruites more 
timely iri the yeere, thennow it doth, and fo bring 
the Land more familiar to vs, and fitter for Tillage, 
and for Beafts, and alfo for Land-fowle,then now it 
is, and thereby thofe Ilands of Ice that come on 
that coaft at any time, will the fooner diffolue , 
which do fpeedily melt, when they come neerc the

_ Alfo, it may be obiedted by fome, that the.coun- 
trey isrockie,and moutitainous,and fo ouergrowne 
swith trees & buthes, in fuch a Wildernes, that it will 
be an endles trouble to bring itto good perfection:

_ svould haue fucha Land cleanfed to them without 
labour.

though they lie in a pleafant andtemperate Cli- . 


mate; if fach whichthould dif praife the New-found- 


land, had feene i it,and trauailedin thofe partsas I 


haue , they would not onel y like well,and be inloue 
tofurther the defired Plantation, but alfo admire 


how the peopleinthofe other Countries doe liue 


by their good induttrie, and feeke out little eae 
amongft the Rocks, and in the fides of Hils and 
Mountaines,to fet and fow their feedes for Rootes, 


Cabage, Onions, and fuch like; whereby they re-.

‘domes withall, with the fales offuch commodities 
had from thence, to be imployed therein,andfome 
other good commodities alfo.

-ca,which isa large circuit, the moft partsallalong, 
ag 1 haue tfquelled, are very barren, rockie and 
mountainous;th&t very few Cattell, Sheepe,Goats, 
or any other beafts are able to liue there; and yet

plant their Vines and other fruits, whereby they 
feeke out their beft meanes they ‘haue toliue : and 
likewife alfo in diuers other places neere the cue- 


- diterrancan Sea, from thence to Baffaloma, Marfellis, - 


Sayoy, and Genoway, and in divers other places in 


Italy, thefe Countries are very Rocky and: Moun- - 


tainous,as I haue well obferued: 8 yet thofe places 
doe abound with many other rich: bleflings, by 


meanes of the peoples good induftrie there; and. 


fo by reafonthereof, the people in allthofe parts 
fom the Coat of Biskay ynto Italy ; & alfo the moft 


parts of France, Gafcoyne, Brittaine , Normandy and — 


Picardy, 
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Picardy, are by the New found-land fithand trade to 
that Countrey greatly relieued : which fifhis in all 
thofe parts in great requeft, &{teeds them greatly, 
and doth fell very well there moft commonly, and 
fo likewife in England great abundance thereof. is 
fpent ; which being well confidered, I kniow no rea- 


fon to the contrary, but that the Subieéts of all 


your Maicfties Kingdomes fhould be mot willing 
to-further that Plantation, and fhew their good in- 
duftry to cleanfe Land there for Corne & Woade, 
aud plant divers kindes of fruits, which queftion- 
leffe willalfo proue fo well there as in England ; 
and then will itbe toall your Maiefties other King- 
domes fuch a nurcery to get wealth, and to increafe 
and maintaine Shipping,and beget {eruiceable Sea- 
men,as great Brittaine had neuer the like;nor any o- 
ther Chriftian Prince inthe World. 
‘Withthefe good bleffings which are before re- 
cited, being followed by induftriaus {pirits,there is 
a great hope of aplentufull harueft vnto your Maie- 
die & Kingdomes thereby: God fend good Seedf 
men and Planters to fet it forward, as Itruftia God 
ditwill haue, feeing it hath already had many right 
Honourable and worthy Fathers to commend it. 
‘And although that fithence I prefumedto write 
this Difcourfe,I haue bin often vpon divers occafi- 
_ons dishartned from proceeding herein; Yet, when 
>I did remember-Columbus his good indeuors, that 


‘firft 8-patient Difcouercr of the Wei Indies, whom, - 


-#f God had not hartened him on with a.worth 
mind, 8 a bofom armed for all the ftormes of crofle 
fortunes,he had never finifled that Honourable at- 


tempt for finding {uch an happie bufineffe out:the 
ons aes Which 
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which Difcouery of his,hath euer fince filled the 
Spanith cofets with gold and filuer , and made 
chat Nation Lords'of the greateft riches vader 
the Sunne : and although that attempt of his, 
was held at firft -impoflible to come vato. any 
good effeat, and Columbus laught at by fome : 
oes ener fithence ,,by his attempt,l may fay, that 

Spaine hath had from thence to helpe furnifh o- 
ther Chriftiant Kingdomes with gold, filuerand 
- diuers-other great riches; and. alfo now to that 
‘countrey fo ‘difcouered, thofe commodities that 
‘great Brittaine may yeerely well fpare, and o- 
ther Countries alfo, are the better vented: and 
fo likewife, may the New-found-landand the parts 
of America,neere thereunto, prouc alfo benefici- 
all for divers tradesin litele time,vato all your: Ma- 
iefties other Kingdomes. . | 

Thefe good motiues confidered, what great 
ood comes vnto Chriftian Kingdomes, by For- 
-raine Plantations ,.and what. infinite wealth. is 
eerely brought from. the Welt Indies into Spaine, 
4s Thaue there often feene landed ; doe put mec 
in great hope, that if there bee. an orderly Plan- 
tation fettled in New-found land, the trade to that 

Countrey by your Maieltics Subiedts ; and other 

places thereby , may: yeerely be fo beneficial! to 
our Maieftie and your Highnefle other King- 
domes,as the Wei Indies arenow yeerely worth to 
the King of Spaiwes. 0 > ban cha 
Now hauing thus commended the Countrey of 

New-found-land,inmy opinion, it ought not to bee 

onc ofthe leaft motiues, whereby to further this 


Plantation, the feruing: of fome better order and 
ages cee es 5S gouerne-. 
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gouernement amongft the Fifhermen, and all o- © 


thers ofour Nation that yeerely trade there,then 
now there is; forhat there may. bea reformation 
of fuch abufes as are there yeerely committed ; 
wherein itis well knowne, that I haue already vfed 


my beft endeuors, when in the yeere 1615. at 


whichtime I hada Commiffion with me for that 


e purpofe vnder the broade Seale of the Admiralty, 
and did then therewith fet forth, to follow that 


feruice from the Port of Exceter, in. the County 


_ of Devon, on the 11-day of May 1615. inaBarke - 
viétualled ‘and manned at my owne. expence of — 
time and charge, and I did then arriue at the Coaft 
of New-found-land, inthe Bay of Trinity, vpon Tri- 
The fri Inquet nitie Sunday, being the 4. of lune, and anchored 


the fame day inthe faid Harbour of Trinity. and 
there, in the name ofthe holy and indiniduall Tri- 
nity, began,to the vie of your moft Sacred Maieftie, 
by vertue of that'Commiffion, to fend forth a, Pre- 


cept, tocall the Mafters of thofeEnglith fhips,that 


were thenthere riding at Anchor,and alfo the Ma- 
{ters of fome other Englith fhips that were neere 
thereunto, and fo began to hold the firft Court 
of Admiralty in your Maiefties: name,that euer 
was (as I beleeue ) holden in that Countrey, to 
the vfe of any Chriftian Prince, and proceeded 
thercin according to courfe of Law, asthe tenor 
of my Commiffion did warrant mee therein ; and 


_alfo in other Harbors of the faid CoaftI didthe 


like ; Part of which abufes there committed,;I haue 
already touched : fo likewife I will briefly infert 
apart of the feuerall prefentments of {ach iniuries,

to ride at anchor ; which will vtterly {poile the 
Roades and Harbors inthat Countrey, andbeeto 
the indangering of Shipsand Cables, ycaand mens 
lines alfo,if it be not reformed in time. 


Thereare many men yeerely, who vnlawfully — 


_ conuey away other mens fifhing boates,, from the 
Harbour and place where they were left the yeere 
before in thar Countrey ; and fome. cut out the 
markes of them; and fome others rippe and carry 
away the pieces of them, ro the great preiudice and 
hindrance of the voyages of fuch fhips that depend 
- onfuch fifhing boates, and alforothe true Owners 
of fuch boates. | ee v3) 

There are fome men, who arriuing there firft into 
a Harbour; doe rippeand pull downe Stages , that 
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were left ftanding for the {plitting and falring of fith 
thé yeere before; and other Stagcs fome men haue 
fet on fire: which isa great hindrance to the voya- 
ges of fuch men asare not there with the firft inthe 
Harbour, for that they muft thenfpend 20. dayes 
time and more,for preparing new Stages,and fitting. - 
new Pinnaces , and other neceflary things, in euery 
voyage beforethey be fertled to fifh. © 


There are alfo fome, who arriuing firftin Harbor, - 


take away other mens Salt that they had left there 
the yeerebefore, and alfo rip and {poile the Fats 
wherein they make their Traine oyle, and fome 
teare downe Flakes,whereon men yeerely dry their 
fith, to the great hurtand hindrance of many other 
thatcomeafterthem.  ~ i ;

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Whereby it maybe wel conceiued,that the fifhing 
which the Frenchmen haue,there on the fame Banke, 
is a very profitable trade vnto them ; feeing they 
not onely faile thither of purpofe to fith ia the hardeft 
time of Winter,which is aboue 650. leagues diftance - 
from theneereft part of Faance; and in all which time ~ 
to liue vpon the Sea in fuch a cold place, with but lit- 
tle wood,wherewithto make fomtimesa good fire to . 
dreffe their meate,and to fitby towarme themfelues. 
-. Allwhich hardneffe of living fo on the faid Banke, 
in that manner, the gaine which they make by the 
faid fifhing trade,doth make them greatly to delight 
therein: whereby it may be well vnderftood, to bea 
farre better trade for fuch as fifh the Summer time at 
New-found-land, and doe prouide for that purpofe; 
they may there reload their Ships againe with good 
fith,in twenty. dayes and lefle, comming thither fo 
well prouided as aforefaid: and fo they may then 
- merrily attimes fit by a good fire, when they haue la- 
boured hardall day ; whereby they willbee the better 
able to take more fifh there in a'day, then fo many 
Frenchmen (hall bee able to take in two dayes, and 

witha greater pleafuretherein. = 
— And thus may any performe the faid voyage home- 
ward bound from New-fownd-land, and in fie order, 
andbeeatno charge about trimming of any Ship,

Countrey,which promifeth fo many hopes ; and 
thefe hopes fo much affurance ofa moft flourifhing 
and fucceffull iffue, that indeede, to vie but few 
words for all, we neede much defire to know fucha 


- Sifter land as the New-found-land is,and to loucitas 


we fhould. 

- Butas the fmalleftterreftriall ation cannot pofti- 
bly profper, without Gods diuine affiftance,to per- 
fetand finifh it : fo this great worke, fo pious and 
noble ofit felfe,as tending to the propagation of fo 
many Chriftian foules to God, will (by his eternal] 
prouidenceand great mercy)be both furthered and 
bleffed inthe attempt, preferuation, and eftablifh- 
ing thereof. 

- As formy felfe,who out ofmine own experience, 
and the integrity of my thoughts, am confident, 
that the end will crowne the beginning ofthis moft 
hopefull Plantation, I fhall euer like a true-hearted 
Englifhman,& his Maiefties moft humble and faith- 
full Subiect, religioufly defire and with to fee it in 
a faire forwardnes & good proceeding: yet howfo-_ 
‘euer,as vertueis fubicét and incident to be croffed, 
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and maligned by the followers of vice; and that we 
fometimes fee many excellent and noble proieéts

ted: neither vnto thofe peaceable Seas there,which 
are very feldome tempeftuous with any boifterous 
{tormes, and doe fo plentifully abound with fuch 
great variety.of {eueral forts of fifh,and multitude of 
Sea-fowles as hath beene likewife exprefled-, Nei- 
ther let me, gentle Reader, that haue thus freely 
throwne my felfe with my mite into thetreafury of 
my Countries good, be mif-cenfured forany thing 
which [ haue written in this difcourfe, which hath 
beenefo worthily andwellapproued: 
, Fornow my defire is, for the auoiding of any 


-mif-leadings therein, & for the better proceedings 


and good fuccefle thereof; that thofe. people 
bre | | which 
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which are to be imployed thither, at firft fhould be 
diligent people and induftrious to labour, and {ub- 
iectto be directed by fuchas well vnderftand, how 
toimploy euery feuerall perfon thereat alltimes, 
not only in the fifhing trade when that time ferues; 
which indeede is the only inftrument and finewe 
(as Iconceaue ) that is beft like atthe firft to giue 
comfort,and hold life vnto fo great and worthy a 
_-worke; and therefore requifite to be followed, in 

fuch manner as it may giuecomfort vnto all {uch as 
fhall be willing to aduenture therein;for as there is 
_afpeciall care taken euery where in time of harueft, 
to be induftrious and carefull, as wellto reape and 
gather the {heaues from the fields into fome places 
offafety in the Summer time, as there is to till the 
land,and fow the feede inthe Winter feafon, So is 
there alfoa {peciall regard to be had, that a proui- 
dent courfe be taken with all fuch, which are to be 
imployedto that Countrey, thatthey fhould be ei- 
ther skilfull or induftrious to doe {uch things as 
 fhallbe fitting when time ferues, orto bee directed 
by thofe that are well experienced therein; and 
then vndoubtedly it will giue great comfort vnto 
all {lich as are or {hall be pleafed to be vndertakers 
thereof, becaufe that in Summer time, when thofe 
great fhoales of the Cod-fith draw to that coaft to 
{pawne,and take their fills on multitudes of fmaller 
fithes, which they follow there, clofe to the cliffes 
“and fands, ‘commonly aboue thirty dayes together,

i= _.. Andatthofe times there vfually go many boates 
a | ~  fortha fithing from that coaft,onely with burt three 
i menineach boat; Andthofe three being fit Fith- 
ermen,will daily take at thofe times aboue 1200. of 
thofe Codfifhes,fixe fcore to the hundred, and eue- 
ry of thofe fithes with the Oyle whichcomes of 
' them, being valuedbut at a peany for euery fuch 
\ fifh, which isa cheape rate, it will amount to bee 
worth fixe pound ftarling,being fplitted,falted, and 
dried,as the fame oughtto bee; wherein there is 
good induftry, experience ,and much iudgement 
to be vied ; otherwife, fuch fifhcannotbetakenand — 
fitly preferued, asit oughtto bee,whereby tode- 
fray the charge, and bring profit withall to the Ad- - 
uenturers,as I much defire that all fuch may haue: 
{o that it may be well vnderftood, it is good:ang- 
ling with the hooke and line there, whena fingle 
man may take in that imployment aboue forty fhil- 
lings worth of fifhday by day ; for I haue often 
feene there,that thofe who haue bin moft induftri- 
ous intaking “and. well handling of fuch fith, haue 
certainely beene moft willing, fitteft and readieft to 
build,and doe any other good feruice there,at {tip 
times whileft the fith failes; when fome othersthat 
are vnskilfull in-the one, will ftand idlely, and 
talke with their hands intheir Gloues or Pockets, 
and doc but little to any purpofe inthe other; like 
vnto thofe that come on the Stage to ac their pat 
ina Comedy, but performe it not in any refpedct 
{ufficiently ; fo that they are not onely {coffed and 
} hift 
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hift at; bythe beholders but alfothesfe which are at. 
the charge,and chiefe AéGors thereofreceiue fome 
diferace and wrong thereby : euen fo I haue often ~ 
knownethere fome proper men of perfon, which 
haue not beene well acquainted with thofe affaires; 
vet haue had fome other sood parts in them, and 
would fpeake well when they haue come from 

thence, yet neuer did they performe any thing there 
worthy ofany great commendations. | 
© Thus , gentle Reader, I haue endeuoured 

with much trauaile, expence, and loffe of time, 
- to make it plainely appeare, that it will be ho-

‘Now ifany which fhal not bewilling,or itmay be 
isnot ableto performea part, forthe perfecting of 
this great & moft hopeful worke,{hould diflike that 
Thauc thus laid open agap for al his Maiefties Sub- 
jects into thofe grounds,which fomemen do feeme 
tochallenge and appropriate,as it were,vnto them- 
felues,and fo would not haue allothers of hisMa-

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iefties Subieé&s made acquainted with the trade and 
benefit, which is there like tobee obtained: they 
may therein(as I conceiue in charity) be compared 
to be fomething like vnto Efeps dog, which could 
eate no Hay, neither would he fufterthe hungry 
Affe to feede thereon.

be prefented unto  you,and if tt dofo appeare unto me,t fall be the 


better incouraged to fet forth, what I haue taken motines of, in my 
trauels totbat Countrey, concerning the fenerall depths of the 
water,and dinerfities of the ground in enery feserall depth that 
hath come inthe Tallo,on the end of the Leade,whenit bath been 
caftintothe Sea,which I concesue to bee neceffary for thefe thar 
faall benceforth trade thither, becaufeas yet no maan,to my kuow- 
ledge bath undertaken(o to doe : and whenfoeuer it may please 
his Maiefty or the State [ball feeme good to commandme,d foall 
ith my life and meanes to make 4 perfect difconery and 
defcription of the fenerall Head-lands, Bayes, Harbours, and 
Roads, for Ships to anchor; as alfothe Ilands ,Rockes ana Shelues 
round about the New-found'Land ; which as yer no man hath 
done :neitherare there (I /uppofe ) but few men lining of bis 
Maiesties Subietts, that did at any time faile round about the 
ui : | Land, 
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Land, betweene the Continent of Ameticaand that, whereby to 
fet forthatrue Map of that ( ountrey, which as yet there 1s nots 
‘but imaginarily, becaufe (ich as hane vfually trauelled there, 
hancalwayes made thew Voyages in the Harbours and Roaas 
onthe Eaft.and S onthmoft parts of that land, but neueron the 
Weft and North parts thereof’ and fo by {uch anwmployment, 
(whickmay be well performed with avery (mall charge) there ts 
no doubt,but that fome other good di(coneries of trade may bee 
made infome other parts of that Conntrey, and alfa with the na 
rides there; not enly with thofe which iue inthe North and Weft- 
moff parts of the New-found-land, bat alfa with thofe w bith. 
border inthe maine Continent of America, ncere thereunto. For 
its wellhnowne, that they area very ingenious and jxbtill kinde 
of people (as tt hath often appeared in divers things ) fo liken 
wife are they tractable, as. bath beene well approoued, when 
they hane beene gently and politickly deals withall: alfo they 
are a people that will feeke to reuenge any wrongs Aone Ui 
to them, or their Woolnes, a hath often appeared. For 
they marke their Woolséesin the Eares with fenerall markes, as 
is ufed herein Eng! and on Sheepe, and other beafts, which hath 
‘been likewifewellapproned : forthe Woolzes in thofe parts are not 
fo violent and denonring as Woolues are in other Countries. For 
no mantbat Tener beardof, could (ay, that any Woolfe, Leopard, 
Beare,or any other beajts did ener [et upon any man or boyinthe. 
New-found-land, although diners times fome menhaue been by 
shem/elues inthe Woods, when they haue(uddenly come necre vit 
40 them, and tho/e Beafts haue prefently. apon fight of any Chri 
ian, [peedily runne from them. Neither are there any Snakes, 
Toads, Serpents, or any other vencmous Wormes, that ener were 
—_knowne to hurt anyman inthat (ountrey, but onely a very little 
nimble Fly, (the leaf? of all other Flies) which 1s called a Mdnf- 
keito; thofe Flies feeme to hanea great power and authority 
ppor allloytering and idle people that cometo the New-found- 
land :for they hae this property, shat when they finde any fuch 
Lying laxily,or fleeping in she Woods, they will prefently bee more

t Now it may be well enderftood, there w great hope that thofe . 
parts of the world wil yecld fenerall commodities of exceeding 
‘worth,whereor diners good smploymsents maybee made for great 
numbers of his Masefties Subseths. For it s wellknowne, that the 
Natines of thofeparts bane great ftore of red Okar, wherewsh 
they ufe to colour their bodies, Bowes, Arrowes and Cannowes, 128 
a painting manner; which Cannowes are their Boats, that they 
vfe to goc to Sea in, which are builtin foape like the Wherries an 
the Reser of Thames,with (mall tiwsbers,no thicker nor broader 
thenhoopes; andinfread of beords, they vfe the barkes of Berch 
trees, which they few very artificially and clofe together, and 
then oucrlay the feames with Turpentine,as Pitch ts vfedon the 
feames of Ships,and Boats : Andsnlike manner they vfe to few 
the barkes of Spruifeand Firre trees roan and dzepe in propore 
sion, like a Brafle Kettle,reboyle their meat in, a6 tt bath bees 
well appreoued by diners mes; best moft efpectally te my certaine 
knowledge, bythree Mariners of a Ship of Tapfon, inthe Comn- 
tyof Deuon; which Shipriding there at Anchor neere by mee, 
at the Harbour called Hearts-cafe, on the North fide of Trinity 
Bay, and being robbed inthe night,by the Sauages,of thesr appas 
rel, and diners other pronifions, did the next day feeke after 
thers,and happened to come [addenly where they had fet up three 
Tents,and were feafting baning three {isch Cannowes by thé, and. 
three Pots made of [uch rinds of trees, ftanding cach of them en

Cannow, Bowes and Arrowes, and diners of their shins, and 
many other artificial things worth the noting, which may feense 
msnch to inusite vs to indenour to finde out fome other Lo0d trades

ture,whica I firft(aw there inthe yeere 1610.ina morning early,

’ Therefore it may pleafe your Honour, that as foone as I 
had deliuered'‘ny laft Letters of the 5, of September, imme- 
diately addrefled my felfe onely to our bufinefle: Notwith- 
ftanding our diligent labour & extraordinary paines-taking, 
icwas Alhallontide before our firft range of building was 
fitted for an habitable being. The which being 44. foot of 
length, and rg. foot of bredth, containing a hall 18. fooe 
long, anentry of 6. foot, anda cellar of 20. foot inlength, 
and of the height, betweene the ground floore and that ouer 
head about 8.foote,being deuided aboue,that thorowout in- 


to foure chambers, and foure foot high to the roofe or ahalfe — 
ftorie. The roofe over the hall, I couered with Deale boords, 


and the reft wich fuch thatch as I found growing here. about 
che Harbour, as fedge, flagges and rufhes, a farre better coue= 
ring then boords, both for warmth andtiteneffe. When I 
had finifhed the fame with onely one Chimney of ftone- 
worke in the hall, I went forward with our kitchin, of length 
18. feot,12. foot of breadth,and 8. foot high to the eucs,and 
walled vp with ftone-worke, with alarge Chimney in the 
fame. Ouer the kitchin I fitted another Chamber. All which 
with a ftaire-cafe and conuenient paffages, both into the 
Kitchin and the roome ouer it,were all finifhed by Chriftmas 
eue.Thisisall the building with a hen-houfe, that we haue 
beene able to accomplifh before Chriftmas. 

Many things elfe were done by vs in the s#teris, as the 
getting home oftimber trees, firewood, the raifing vp of a 
face of defence to the water-fide ward,: with the earth 
that we digged both for cellerand Kitchinroome,(which we 

found 
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found avery laborious worke )alfo the fowing of fome wheat. 
for atriall,and many other bufinefies befides; 
~ After Chriftmas, we imployed our feluesin the woods, ef- 
ecially inhard weather, whence wee got home as man 
Lapalatacke as aftoorded ys aboue two hundred boords, 
and aboue two hundred timber trees befider, We got home 
as much or asmany trees, as ferued ys to palizado into the 
. Plantation about foure Acres of ground, for the keeping off 
_ ofboth man and beaft, with poft and rayle feuen foote high, 
tharpened in thetoppe, thetrees being pitched vpright and 
fattened with {pikes and nayles, 
We gotalfotogether asmuch fite wood,as will ferue ys 
yetehefetwomoneths, Wee alfo fitted much garden pround 
tor feede,I meane Barley, Oates,Peafe,and Beanes, 
For addition of building, we have at this prefent a Patlor of 
foureteene foote befides the chimney,and twelue foot broad, 
of conuenient height, and a lodging Chamber ouerit: to 
each a Chimney of fone-worke with Staires and a Staire. 
> cafe,befides a tenement oftwo roomes,or a ftorie and a halfe, 
which ferues for a Srore-houfe till wee are otherwife pro- 
uided. The Forge hath beene finifhed this fiue weekes : 
the Salt-worke is now almoft ready. Notwithftanding this They were ; 
great taske for fo few hands, wee haue both Wheat, Barley, eee 
Oates, Peafe and Beanes about the quancity of two Acres. apa 
Of Garden roome about-halfe an Acre: the corne, though ypvitchenew 
late fowne, isnow in earing : the Beanes and the Soodlieft fupply came in 
Peafe that I euer faw, haue flourifhed in their bloomes the Spring 
this twenty dayes.. Wee hauea plentifull kitchin garden of following, 
Lettice, Raddith, Carrets, Coleworts, Turneps and many 
other things. We haue alfo at this prefent, a flourifhing me- 
dow ofat leaft three Acres, with many hay-cocks of excee- 
ding good hay, and hopeto fit a great deale more acaintt a- 
nother yeere. In thé beginning of the lat Winter, we funke a 
well, of fixteene foote deepe in the ground, the which affords 
vs water in a fufficient meafure, The timber that wee haue 
got home firft and laft, is aboue fiue hundred trees of 
good timber. There hae beeneaboue three hundred boords, 
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befides the former, {awed fince the arriuall of Captaine Powell. 
Wehaute alfo broken much ground for a Brew-houle roome 
and other Tenements, Wehaue a Wharfe.in good forward- 
neffe towards the Low water-marke, So that our ‘indeuour 
that way'affoords adouble be refit, the one of ridding and 
preparing the way toa further worke, the other of wiuning 
fo much voyd or wafte ground.to fo neceflary apurpofe,as to 
enlarge this little rome, whereon (with your Honours leave 
andliking ) I hope to fortifie: fo chat withia the fame, forthe 
comfort of neighbout-hood, anotherrow of building may 
be fo pitched, that the whole may be made a prettie ftreete.

-The accidents which happened in our ouerbound paflage

Inthe night,the W oolues being neere,did fomeching affrighe 
ys with their howlings, but did nor hurt vs; for wee had 


. dogs, fire and {word to welcome them. As for the Beares, al- 
though there be many,they beare ys no ill will, I thinke,forl 


haue eaten my part of two or three, and taken no hurt by 


them. Foxes heere are many,and as fubtillas a Fox, yet haue 


we coozened many of themof their rich coates, which our 
worthy Gouernour keepes carefully, as alfo of Cattagenas 
and Otters, whofe couerings wee preferue as ficting prefents 


for greater perfons, The Fowles and Birds of the Land are 


Partriges,Curlues, Fillidayes, Black-birds, Bulfinches, Larks, 
Sparrowes,and {uch like, Thole of the Sea,are Goofe,Ducks 
of foure forts, Capderace, Teale, Snipes, Penguyns, Murres, 


Hounds, Sanderlins, Redfhankes and others; all very fat, — 
{weet and wholefome. The Fowles of prey,are Tercels, Gof- 


fawkes, Falcons, Laners, Sparhawkes, Gripes, Ofpreis, 


Owles great and {mall, Rauens,Gulls, Pitterils, and fome o- ~ 


thers; and of moft of thefe forts haue killed many. As for 
the plenty of Codfifh, itis well kaowne vnto you. Salmons, 


eles, Mackarell, Herrings, Lance, Caplin, Dogfith » Holli- 
‘puts, Flowkes, Lobfters, Crabs and Muskles : All, and more _ 


then all thefe areherein great plenty, very good and {weet 


meat. The wilde fruit and-Berries,are {mall Peares, Cherries; _ 


Nuts;Resberries, Strawberries, Barberries, Dewberries, Hur- 
eleberries, with others, all good to cate. Many faire Flowers 
[haue feene heere, which I cannot name, altheugh I had 
Jearned Gerrards Herball by heart. But wilde Rofes are heere 
bothred and damaske, as fragrant and faire as in England. 
Allour Corne and feeds haue profpered well, and are alrea~ 
dy grownealmoftto perfeét maturity. What fhall I fay? To 


fay that know not, I darenor.
